VALMEYER, Ill.—(UP)—A bolt of lightning yesterday set off; Forrester. 


400 pounds of dynamite 100 feet below ground in a limestone mine, 
killing two workers and injuring a third. 

The lightning struck a 6,900-volt power line on the surface, 
went through a transformer and followed a 440-volt line into the 
shaft where the explosive had been set, 700 feet from the entrance. 

The workmen were on their way out of the mine after preparing 
the explosive. The body of John Mulvaney, 41, was found 50 
feet from the explosion.

TOPEKA, Kan.—(UP)—At least 110 persons were stricken with 
food poisoning and hospitalized last night after attending the annual 
picnic of the Seymour Packing Company here. 

The city’s three regular hospitals were filled quickly and the 
overflow of patients were taken to Winter Veterans’ Hospital and 
the Santa Fe Hospital. 

Approximately 300 employees and their families attended the 
picnic. The menu consisted of fried chicken, baked beans and 
potato salid. 

Among the stricken was J. G. Neville, President of the Com- 
pany, one of the country’s largest egg processing firms. 

None of the victims was considered in “critical condition,” Dr. 
H. L. Clark, County Coroner, said, “although the illness is pain- 
ful and serious.” 

The picnic grounds became a bedilam as scores of persons 
were stricken with nausea at the same time. Children cried and 
their parents, also stricken, could offer little aid.

$191,175 less than the $925,000 ear- 
marked for the project. 


When bids were opened for the 
undertaking yesterday Christian & 
Bell Company, of Atlanta, filed the 
apparent low bid. It was received 
by Milton Farris, Chairman, and 
Aubrey Milan, member of the Car- 
negie Library Board, with enthu- 
siasm. 

Toombs & Creighton, Architects, 
were also agreeably surprised at 
the low figure. Funds for the im- 
provement are being provided 
from the 1946 bond issue. 


Ten bids were filed, ranging up 
to $807,600, bit all were under the 
estimated cost.

HONG KONG — While the 
United States Government shies 
at granting recognition to China’s 
Communist regime, realistic Brit- 
ons, with their eyes on future 
profits, are putting pressure on 
London to go along with Mao Tze- 
Tung’s government. 

These backstage moves are due 
not merely to the belief of Brit- 
ishers here that London lacks the 
power to keep the Chinese Red 
Army out of Hong Kong once it 
decides to move in, but to the pos- 
sibility that Red China may offer 
big gains to those quick enough to 
seize them first. For this Hong 
Kong is strategically located. 


Communist invitations to firms 
here to make six figure bids for 
machinery contracts in Shanghai 
are believed to be the reason for 
the praises for Red controls in 
Shanghai from men like J. H. Kes- 
wick, Director of the large British 
corporation, Jardine, Mathieson 
& Gompant, Keswick told re- 
porters the Communists have 
made a “realistic approach” to 
Shanghai customs and currency 
problems and predicted a wide 
trade revival if their present 
course is continued. 

Also, while some in Congress in 
Washington are still talking of a 
military loan to China, the British 
already have written off Chiang 
Kai-Shek’s regime as unfit for fur- 
ther service. “Nobody defeated 
the Kuomintang (Nationalist Gov- 
ernment)—it died,” a leading Brit- 
ish diplomat said. “The smell of 
death has been around for months 
past.” 


$100,000,000 
School Bill 
Is Law In Fla. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla— (7) — 
Gov. Fuller Warren signed the 
$100,000,000 School Bill into law 
yesterday. 


It was one of more than 800 
measures which became law with 
and without his signature as he 
raced against the midnight dead- 
line for consideration of bills. 

The new School Law re-enacts 
the 1947 formula under which 
State funds are distributed to 
County schools for construction, 


teacher salaries and current ex- 
penses. Money for the distribu- | 
tion is provided in the general | 
appropriations bill. | 

The new statute provides that! 
the State give the Counties $400 
per instruction unit for school 
construction. At present, the 
Counties are chipping in $100 and 
the State is providing $300. 

Also approved were bills ° in- 
creasing the liquor tax by 25 
cents a gallon and establishing a 
State hospital for chronic alco- 
holics.

Ultra-Thin 
‘Cutting 
Technique 


WASHINGTOPN — (UP) — De- 
velopment of a tissue-cutting tech- 
nique that may be an aid in can- 
cer research was announced yes- 
terday by the National Bureau of; 
Standards. | 

In the process, tissues are cut so 
thin they cannot be seen edge- 
wise. Tissue cut by the new 
method is about one-tenth of a 
mieron thick. A micron is about 
1/25,000 of an inch. The thinly, 
sliced tissues are then studied 
through an electron microscope. | 

Dr. E. U. Condon, head of the 
Bureat, said the lack of a “simple,} 
convenient and efficient” method 
of producing satisfactory tissue 
sections “has long been a deter- 
rent to research in certain phases 
of medicine, biology, agriculture 
and even the physical sciences. 

“It is for this reason that the 
development is truly exciting, for 
it promises to be an important aid 
in such fields as cancer research.” 


Polio Danger Higher in Summer, 
Parents Tipped to Spot Symptoms 


Summer is here—and so is 
the “polio season.” 

Although officials of the 
Georgia Chapter, National 
Foundation for _ Infantile 
Paralysis, hope this will be a 
“light year,” they point out 
that polio incidence is always 
higher in the hot-weather 
months, 

They urge parents to keep 
a “sharp eye” on their chil- 
dren when infantile paralysis 
breaks cut in their neighbor- 


hoods. 
And they offer these “do’s 


and don’t’s” as precautionary 
measures: 

Watch for symptoms that 
may be weathervanes of polio 
—a tired feeling, headache, 
nausea, upset stomach, pains, 
fever or stiffness in the 
muscles. 

Avoid crowds in an epi- 
demic area—as there is no 
way of knowing who has the 
virus. 

Keep your child from _ be- 
coming overtired or chilled, 
since resistance-lowering fac- 
tors may let the virus act on 
nerve pathways. 

Don’t swim in polluted wa- 


ters, since attacks of polio 
have followed after such ex- 
periences. 

Keep clean. Make 
your children wash 
hands before eating. 

Keep garbage covéred and 
screen your house against 
flies. Flies and insects are 
suspected of spreading the 
virus to humans. 

Consult the family doctor 
about having a child’s tonsils 
or adenoids removed during 
the Summer months, as there 
is some evidence that there 
may be danger of a virus in- 
vasion after a tonsillectomy.

The song, as they say, is ended, but the 
melody lingers on down at Milledgeville 
and the State Hospital for the mentally ‘1. 


As one tries to fit together all the 
pieces, two separate pictures emerge. One 
is that the doctors were led to withdraw 
because of harassment and impositions 
which made impossible professional work. 


The second picture to emerge is one lo- 
cally painted, but which is gaining wide 
circulation. It is the influence of sales to 
the institution on the political pressures. 


Actually, one is led to the conclusion 
that the imposition of a regulation of last 
February, requiring all but emergency 
purchases, to clear through the State Pur- 
chasing Agent on a bid hasis, has been the 
cause of some of the political turmoil— 
entirely separate from the medical! resig- 
nations. 


Candor also compels one to say his 
policy was instituted by the Talmadge 34- 


ministration and that before it was done 
the huge purchases at the institution were 
seldom on a bid basis and were largely a 
matter of “buying from friends.” 

It was but another instance of regard- 
ing the State as legitimate prey. Local 
politics has been too interested in trying 
to dictate the local superintendent and 
purchasing agent. The suspicion grows 
that in the past, at least, it has been pos- 
sible to obtain profitable favors through 
these political positions, 

Certainly all purchases ought to be *n 
a bid basis, and ought to be made through 
the State Purchasing Department. We 
hope the investigating committee will be 
able to bring out the facts, including the 
names of any legislators who in past years 
have sold large amounts of goods to the 
institution without bids, so that a pattern 
may be set which will prevent any such 
course in future administrations as well 
as this. 


A Courageous Job in Butts County 


We see where Solicitor Benjamin B. 
Garland, of Butts County, has succeeded 
in padlocking, as an undesirable, law- 
violating place, a juke joint of size, wealth 
and influence. 


This is the second. At a recent trial, 
Atlanta bookmakers and gamblers pleaded 
guilty to operating a gambling place just 
inside Butts County below Stockbridge. 


The evidence is clear that gamblers and 
bookmakers are making every attempt to 
operate in counties near Fulton, as well as 
within this county itself.

Shortly after- 
wards it was discovered in operation at 
another location, Clayton County has had 
trouble. Years ago Gwinnett County had 
a similar experience and gambling inter- 
ests now are trying to-get a foot in the 
door in that county.

It Hasn't Accomplished Much 


We were among those who were skep- 
tical when Russia suddenly about-faced 
and offered to lift the blockade of Berlin 
in exchange for another meeting of the 
foreign ministers, at which an agreement 
was to be reached on the entire German 
problem. 


The Paris conference now is in its 
fourth week, with prospects that this will 
be the last. 


The Berlin blockade has been partially 


lifted. Discussions between Russian and 
Western representatives, at direction of 
the foreign ministers, have been compli- 
cated by the strike of railroad workers. 
The airlift continues. But Berlin is getting 


other supplies by highway and waterway 
transport. 


Otherwise, little has been accomplished. 
The Paris meetings have developed a less 


strained atmosphere. But the opinion 
seems that the differences between the 
East and West are too great to lend them- 
selves to final settlement at any ascertain- 
able time. 

The Soviet has refused to agree on a 
unified Germany, democratic style. In- 
stead, it turned to its old tricks and de- 
manded a peace treaty within three 
months and withdrawal of occupation 
troops within a year afterward. This move 
was not unexpected. The Russians hope to 
profit by its appeal to the Germans who, 
naturally, want to be rid of the occupation 
as quickly as possible. 

With a few face-saving resolutions, the 
conference probably will adjourn this 
week. It hasn’t accomplished much. About 
the best that can be said is that the for- 
eign ministers have re-established contact 
which will make future negotiation easier.

Tax Policies Dry Up Capital Sources 


WASHINGTON—Congress would do well to consider two proposals that have just been made by 
Emil Schram, President of the New York Stock Exchange, which are designed to stimulate a greater 


flow of capital investment in the country. 


Many business concerns are in need of added capital 


of the kind. ~ They want it for plant expansion programs and increased production facilities. There 
-—billions of it—but it is not being put to work. Aside from the banks and insurance companies, our 


people have accumulated e vast amount of pri- 
vate savings during the past lush business years. 
The sum total of these savings is put at well over 
$200,000,000,000, mostly in Government bonds, 
cash and bank deposits. 

Risk capital—money invested in industrial en 
terprise—is the thing that has made this coun- 
try what it is: the greatest industria] nation in 
the world. But the flow of capital into business 
investments has been slowed down in recent 
years because of the operations of our tax laws. 


Out of every dollar of profits made by a 
corporation, for example (the larger corpora- 
tions, that is), the Government takes 38 
percent in taxes. Then when dividends are 
passed on toe stockholders a further levy is 
made, the size depending on the income brack- 
ets inte which the stockholder falls. Often 
there is not much left for the investor. Not 
enough always te offer any inducement for 
risk capital to come in.

It isn’t often that the Morning News finds

It is to be luoed that the next session of the 
Legislature will reconsider jts recent amend- 
ment to the libel law and place it back where 
it was in the first plece.

On top 
of this he would allow individuals to charge a 


ordinary income each year. 

The effect of the first proposal would be two- 
fold. For one thing, it would cause a great deal 
of pressure to be brought on corporations for 
paying out a more generous part of their profits 
in dividends. Then, too, it would cause a greater 
amount of private capital to be attracted to cor- 
porate investments.

Uruguay abolished slavery 20 years before 
the United States. It provided universal free 
and compulsory elementary education begin- 
ning in 1877. Today, it is the only country in 
the world te offer free education from kin- 
dergarten through the university level, gradu- 
ate courses in medicine, engineering, law and 
the other professions being available, with- 
out charge, to foreigners as well as Uru- 
guayans. 


The remarkable thing about Uruguay’s early 
liberalism is that, prior to Batlle’s election, there 
had beén no continuity of government, the coun- 
try having undergone 41 revolutions prior to 1903. 
But after that date, and as a result of his efforts, 
elections became more orderly and the govern- 
ment more stable. The secret ballot, universal

election laws were enacted; the constitutional

And there is no denying that it 
has been the chief laboratory for social experi- 
mentation in the Western Hemisphere. 


Its constitution of 1917 not enly wrote the 
eight-hour day, universal and compulsory suf- 
frage and education, and old-age pensions inte 
the organic law, but alse sanctioned public 
housing, public works as a defense against 
unemployment and a program of semisocial- 
ized medicine providing free medical care for 
the peor. Today, Uruguay beasts more hos- 
pital beds and more doctors per capita than 
any nation in South America. 


It has financed its social reforms with the 
money is didn’t spend for military purposes. For 
30 years Uruguay’s budget contained no expen- 
ditures for the army. At a time when its neigh- 
bors were strapping themselves to maintain rela- 
tively large armed forces, Uruguay was divert- 
ing its government revenues to education and 
health. 

The result is that Uruguay has made more 
progress since the beginning of the twentieth cen- 
tury than some South America countries have 
since the days of the Incas.

It reached the climax thus far in a gradual build-up politically in 
Michigan with the election last November of a Governor of the newer generation, 
Williams, known as “Soapy” from his connection with the Mennen shaving soap 
The CIO is very influential in the young executive’s 


councils, and so is the more refined and elite ADA, Americans for Democratic Action, which gives 
some indication of the somewhat rarified and idealistic atmosphere of the new regime. 


It offers an interesting example, on the State 
level, of the newest fashion in our changing 
American politics, which is the attempt of a 
“labor-progressive combination to absorb the 
Democratic Party as the best vehicle to attain its 
aims. This State provides a good proving ground, 
not only because of labor’s concentrated strength 
here, but also because the Democratic Party in 
this State- has been a weak sort of makeshift. 

Events thus far have demonstrated, however, 
that management of the affairs of a State with 
such a combination is much harder than winning 
an election with the same lineup. 


For young Mr. Williams has bumped his 
head smack against some very unpleasant 
realities. They are embodied in the farm and 
small town hardheads-who have little fancy 
for new modes in politics, economics or ideals 
—or for the big city which is Detroit—and 
elected an overwhelmingly Republican Legis- 
lature which nonchalantly refused to take any 
of the Governor’s social reform program and 
botched up his budget. 


It was a program in the New Deal tradition— 
self-liquidating housing on a big scale; a State 
FEPC; increased accident compensation for 
workers; a tax on corporations to replace the 
sales tax; a public defender to represent con- 
sumers in utility rate increase cases; repeal of 
State’s “Little Taft-Hartley” labor regulatory 
aw. 

This, as can be seen, is a program that springs 
from the aspirations of labor and other city folks. 
Such aspirations are in sharp contrast with the 
conservatism in other parts of the State, which 
weighs preponderantly with the Legislature be- 
cause of the gerrymandering in favor of rural 
and small town constituencies here as in other 
States. Of the Democratic minority in the House 
of Representatives, 26 of the 29 come from Wayne 
County, in which Detroit is located. There are 
61 Republicans in the House. Seven of the nine 
Democrats in the Senate, in which there are 21 
Republicans, are from Wayne County. There is 
thus negligible Democratic strength from out- 
state. 

Such a situation requires political finesse of a 
rare order. This the young Governor lacks yet, 
though he may acquire it. He is a political nov- 
ice. The giant newcomer—he stands six feet- 
four—does, however, have other qualities useful 
in politics: the personal charm of a rugged young 
man with a casual, easy and friendly manner; a 
fine intellect of the scholarly sort polished at 
Princeton and disciplined in law at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan; an abounding physical energy 


that kept him going day after day in a hamlet- 
to-hamlet campaign; an attractive and dynamic 
wife who is avidly interested in politics and her 
husband’s career and is perhaps more to the left 
than he. She comes from the wealthy, conserva- 
tive Republican Quirk family which established 
itself at Ypsilanti a century ago. Both she and 
her husband are political mavericks of a type 
occasionally seen in our country, representing 
revolt against a conservative family background. 

Gov. Williams symbolizes the wealthy .and in- 
telligent young man who seeks a career in poli- 
tics, which is less common in our country than 
England, for example. His experience has been 
in the more cloistered administrative sphere 
rather than the realm of practical politics. He 
got an indoctrination in the New Deal in Wash- 
ington, where he had a tour of duty as an assist- 
ant and protege of Atty. Gen. Frank Murphy, 
former Governor of Michigan and now Supreme 
Court Justice. Later he served in OPA, as did 
also his law partner, Hick Griffiths, who is now 
State Democratic Chairman. The Democratic 
National Committeeman, George S. Fitzgerald, is 
identified with labor—AFL, not ClO—as counsel 
for the Teamsters Union. 


Young Williams is somewhat in the tradi- 
tion of the Frank Roosevelts, elder and jun- 
ior, but the elder Roosevelt had considerably 
more success With the Republican Lezgisla- 
tures with which he was constantly saddled 
while Governor of New York—which sus- 
gests an omission in the Michigan case that 
will have to be repaired by the young man 
probably as he goes further. It is his inten- 
tion, seemingly, and that of his CIO-ADA 
lieutenants, that he shall go further, but he 
— be re-elected Governor next year if he 

oes. 


His CIO-ADA-Democratic coalition has a test 
here in the municipal elections this Fall which 
should give some clue as to how well it is weath- 
ering its reverses to date. In the Sept. 13 pri- 
mary the new political regime is supporting 
George Edwards, Pfesident of the City Council, 
former UAW organizer, against Mayor Eugene I. 
Van Antwerp, who is seeking re-election. A com- 
plicating factor is the candidacy of Richard 
Frankenstein, a former UAW top official who 
ran for Mayor a few years back unsuccessfully 
as CIO candidate, but subsequently lost out in the 
UAW in a factional split and now is in industry. 
He still has some labor support. Municipal elec- 
tions here are on a nonpartisan basis.

The 
ladies, every one, poured the powder into their washing machines at almost the same moment, and

Scientists were rushed in by airplane with 
eases of chemicals to counteract the bubble 
scourge; soon thereafter the detergent makers 
changed the formula to go a little easier on the 
suds and no damage was done except maybe 
to the ego of the chemists. 


Now comes the Association of Waterworks 
Managers to claim that the detergents may 
force them.to figure out a new way to clari- 
fy drinking water... They charge that the 
widespread use of detergents in the place of 
soap is putting a touch of chemicals in some 
inland streams, which messes up their water- 
works. 


One part detergent to a million parts river 
water, they report, is enough to ruin the coagula- 
tion process in their settling tanks and send 
water. the color of mud through the taps. 

“What does this detergent do to the fish?” 
inquired Sen. George D. Aiken of Vermont. Paul 
Hadlick, counsel of the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee (who brought up the subject), said he’d 


investigate the possibility of bubble-blowing fish. -

Eleanor the Great would reject Chambers as 
a witness who has now admitted that he spoke 


falsely under oath. 
Her policy on the importance of truthfulness 


_ under oath seems to vary. 


In White Plains, N. Y., on Jan. 6, 1947, a 
hearing was held to determine whether her 
driver’s license should be revoked because of an 
accident in which she and others were injured. 
This was a time lag of five months. It was re- 
voked but in time was restored. She could not 
deign to attend this hearing, having an engage 
ment for lunch, but sent an affidavit. The crux 
of the matter is the statement in the document 
described as an affidavit, which would suggest 
that it was made subject to the conditions de 
fining perjury: “l] have never had an accident 
of any kind other than the one in question.” 

On page 158 of her autobiography, “This Is 
My Story,” published in 1937, Eleanor Roosevelt 
wrote: “I was trying my skill with this strange 
new machine,” at Seabright, N. J., she said, 
“when on turning into the driveway, I ran into 
the gate post.

This seems to have been about 1908. 

On page 342 she writes: “I began (making 
herself a companion of her children) by learn- 
ing to drive a car. I might as well own up that 
I had two accidents. I drove into the stone gate 
post of the Hyde Park Avenue because I tried 
to turn while going too fast. I backed the entire 
family downhill, off the road and down a steep 
bank and came to a stop because | struck a tree 
which held us as I was driving through a. wood 
road to a picnic. It was pure luck that I did not 
overturn the car and seriously injure someone 
but in both cases no one was hurt.” 


So the woman who condemns Chambers 
for false statements admits that she had had 
three accidents before the collision in ques- 
tion, which was her fourth motor mishap, 
the sg comprising an extraordinarily bad 
record. 


As to Mr. Chambers’ morality in “telling va- 
rious unsavory facts about his private life,” di- 
rect observations are in order. He told these 
facts under compulsion and his motive was to 
expose and frustrate the conspiracy against the 
United States of Communists and fellow-travelers 
who were let into the Government by her hus- 
band and, in some cases, received prestige, en- 
couragement and comfort from her. Chambers 
did not tell “unsavory facts” to make money. 

In “This Is My Story,” Eleanor Roosevelt de. 
picts herself as an intellectual parasite, a poser 
and impostor and a vain person. She depicts her 
father as a dissolute, drunken rake, as he un- 
questionably was; one of her aunts as a woman 
of questionable conduct, and two uncles as hope- 
less drunkards. There was no public or altru- 
istic motive in this revelation of “unsavory 
facts.” The book was a commercial success.

- City Without ‘Past’ Eases Planning

A City with no past to speak of can decide exactly what to do with its present. The only draw- 


back is it is then entirely responsible for its failure. 


Aside from the sad little village of Seminole In- 


dians a few miles to the south, who have never signed a peace treaty with Fort Lauderdale since the 


well-kept home on New River, established less than 50 years 
ago where the widow of the owner still orders her life. 


What that means in buildings, street plannings, public facilities 
only such a man as Mayor Hartsfield could tell you. 


It has created so much fresh color, new materials, revolutionary 
design there is hardly a month that some pressive home magazine 
doesn’t spotlight a Lauderdale example of modern living, and it 
has given vent to a little story whispered gleefully at cocktail 
parties. 


To Look Up Old Friends 


It seems the daughter of one of the local emigrant families was 
sent back North to school, and told to look up her mother’s old 
friends and call on them. After a few weeks the youngster wrote 
back she had completed her mission and everybody had been very 
sweet indeed to her. 


“But, Mother,” she wrote, “they all live in tenements.” 
It’s not hard to see how that could happen. 


One of the tourist wonders of Lauderdale is its homes, tinted 
like imaginative bonbons in colors like pale pink and white, 
with huge green cactus plants thrusting themselves strongly into 
the sweet picture or pale yellow structures laced with washed 
chocolate grillwork. 


With a history so young, you can ride over the islands and 
pick out the “periods”: the Mexican and Spanish influences of the 
early days (1925, that is), the tiled roofs and round contours of 
the next era, the lush, impudent look of the first moderns, and 
you can learn to recognize the sleek lines of the newer ones that 
have taken full advantage of glass, air, ventilation, scenic views 
and comfort.
